Found Wounded in Locke’s House. 


In Locke’s house three men were found 
wounded—Mack Hill, shot through the shcul- 
der; wound painful, but not necessarily dan- 
gerous; John Worcester and Solomon Homer, 
shot in head; serious wound. Of the militia, 
Solomon Ba'tiste was shot through 
the arm and in the side; mor- 
tally wounded. Three others had flesh 
wounds, Locke’s little daughter had her hair 
burned by a bullet as she was going upstairs 
with her mother’s baby in her arms. A ball 
passed through Locke’s hat and his sov’s arm 
was grazed. It is said that his children were 
shot as they endeavored to go from the resi- 
dence to a cabin in the yard. 

Warrants were issued at once fora large 
number of the militia, and late in the after- 
noon Messrs. Gibbons, Kirkpatrick, and 
Judge Durant went to the militia camp and 
arrested G. W. Duke and eighteen others and 
brought them here tonight. Many of the 
militiamen refused to participate in the at- 
tack, and they said they did not understand it 
to be their duty to make war on womeu and 
children. 

The first time the two forces met was at 
2:00 p. m., when a battle took place near the 
Frisco depot, the building acting as a divid- 
ing line between the forces in the skirmish. 
Five men were killed and ten wounded. It 
was impossible to ascertain the names of the 
killed or wounded in this engagement, as they 
were taken toa place of safety, but it is sup- 
posed that the Jones party lost two killed and 
seven wounded, and the Jackson party had 
eight killed and the same number wounded. 

The Jcnes men, whocame out best, then 
marched to the home of Locke and com- 
menced the bombardment there. The three 
Indians who were acting as guards were kiiled. 
The windows were all shot out and there was 
hardly a piece of furniture that did not carry 
a bullet mark. 

Another Battle Imminent. 

The Jackson party now have charge of the 
situation. but as soon as reinforcemegts ar- 
rive both sides will agam proceed to battle. 
This report was obtained from a messenger 
trom the Jones party at Hartshorn, where 
they are trying to concentrate. He says that 
it will be impossible for reinforcements to 
reach there before tomorrow and vhen he 
left indientions were that they would go into 
camp for the night. 

Great uneasiness prevails at Antlers tonight. 
Fears are entertained that the town will be 
burned. Astrong posse of Deputy Marshals 
went from here to Antlers to keep the peace. 
It is expected that Locke’s entire force will 
break camp and return to Antlers and attack 


the militia. Many believe the militia will 


leave tomorrow. Their attack on Locke's 
house isa vindication of his suspicion that 
they intended to kill him from the start.

CHEROKEES CONSIDER THE SALE, 


Principal Chief Harris Delivers a Special 
Message to the Council. 

Tantra, I. T.. March 28.—/ Special. |— 
The Cherokee National Council met today in 
special session to consider the question of 
ratifying or rejecting the proposal to sell the 
Cherokee Strip to the United States Govern- 
ment. Principal Chief Harris delivered a 
special message on the matter. After review. 
iu the terms of the proposed sale and the 
legislation by the late United States Cougress, 
he said: 

“The act of Congress does not interfere 
with the right of the Cherokee Nation to de- 
termine who are ita citizens, but confirms that 
right and provides for their removal on de- 
mand of the Principal Chief. I cannot but 
think with the evidence before me that onlya 
sinall amount will be required to 
pay for their improvements after deduct- 
ing rent and profit for the time the 
lands have been occupied. I recommend in 
case you accept the agreement as amended 
that you make some ample provision whereby 
the fullest information can be furnished the 
Board ot Appraisers of the customary rental 
value and the cost of improving the land in 
the community where such improvements are 
located, and such other information as you 
may deem necessary, 50 that they can 
arrive at an equitable adjustment of various 
matters. I recommend that a commission be 
appointed and authorized to proceed at once 
to Washington with proper instructions to 
make and execute a contract with the Secreta- 
ry of the Interior for the payment of 
the $8,300,000 in addition to the 3295. 736 
available as provided for by the act of 
Congreas. I ‘further recommend that after 
the contract aforesaid is fully consummated 
the said commission be further authorized to 
thoroughly advertise and receive propositions 
for negotiating a loan on the principal and 
interest provided for in the act of Congress to 
be submitted to the Nations! Council, for ap- 
proval or rejection. You will have my 
hearty coéperation in endeavoring to realize 
for the people as large 4 premium as can be 
made. IL suggest the taking of a census of the 
Cherokee people and intruders or unauthor- 
ized persons within our boundary that a fair 
distribution of the money can be «nade, In 
ordér that census rolis be correct I suggest 
that it would be proper to have them authenti- 
cated by the Cherokee Council at a special 

: ? 

"The chief also said that he had numerous 
propositions from New York bankers offering 
to pay a good premium for the option on the 
deferred payment certificates of 38,300, 
000, and thus in addition to the 
United States guarantee sum for the str 
the Cherokees will realize at least $350,000 
in the way of premiums upon the proposed de- 
ferred payment. It is by no means certain 
that the Congressional! amendinent will be ac- 
cepted, as there are men in either branch of 
the Legislature who hold entirely different 
views from those promulgated by the chief.

a being, atid thereby hangs a peculiar 
e. 

In the merry month of May of last year a 
wandering showman pitched his tent in the 
City of Kankakee hard by the river bearmg 
that name. In front of the tent were the 
usual lot of banners descriptive of the curios- 
ities to be seen therein for ready money. Just 
before noontime on the day in question the 
merry showman, climbing up into his coop, 
began the old time-honored song: Well, well, 
well, good people, here we are again; before 
your own door, beneath your own vine and 
fig tree, you see a collection of curiosities, a 
mountain of monstrosities, an aggregation of 
wonders from all parts of the inhabitable as 
well as the unhabitable globe. 

On the first banner to the right you see an 
accurate representation of John Johnson, 
America’s living skeleton. He was born 28 
years ago in Yadkin County, North Carolina, 
and at the age of 16 had attained the growth 
boys usually do of those years. One day he 
fell from a tree in his father’s garden; a fit of 
sickness ensued, and he lay in bed many 
months. He became emaciated, and now, al- 
though he is 28 years of age, he weighs but 
twenty-seven pounds, Although he has lost 
his flesm he has not lost his appetite, eating 
three meals every day of his life. On the 
same platform exhibited with him you will 
also see Mrs. Hannah Johnson, the Nova Zem- 
blan giantess, 22 years of age, and weighing 
1,042 pounds. Two years ago, While we were 
traveling in Montana, this couple were hap- 
pily united in bonds of matrimony. They 
are the life of our little company, and are to 
be seen for your amusement and pleasure.”’ / 


But His Show Had a Bad Effect. 


This chap had curiosities to beat the world. 
He had our old friend Zip,” whom Pop- 
corn George Gall aiscovered in South Caro- 
lina a quarter of a century ago, and he de- 
scribed “‘ Zip as a lineal descendant of the 
last of the Incas.

Daniel Paddock’s Will will 
make a good deal of noise before he gets 
through with it, particularly so as the tenting 
season is about to begin and the red-wagons 
are ready to take the road. Maybe the side 
shows will boycott the State. Who can tell?

Petitions for a rehearing of the case of. the 
Central Trust company of New York versus 
the United States Rolling Stock com pany 
were filed for record last night in the United 
States Circuit Court in Chicago. This action 
was authorized by Judge Woods of the United 
States Circuit Court, April 20 has been set as 
a date for hearing the arguments of the peti- 
tioners. The case involves the affairs of the 
bankrupt United States Rolling Stock com- 
pany and the proposed sale of the holdings of 
that company by foreclosure. 

On Feb. 28 Judge Gresham, just before as- 
suming his appointment at Washington, 
granted a sweeping decree authorizing a sale 
of the properties of the defunct manufactur- 
ing company under foreclosure to secure the 
payment of the debenture and first mortgage 
bonds of the company. The court authorized 
the sale on April 24, but in case the rehearing 
is granted the order of sale will be vacated 
and the various organizations and reorganiza- 
tions of the Rolling Stock company will be 
again gone over in the courts. The petition- 
ers were Carnegie, Phipps & Co., A. F. and 
Charles Seeberger, Hibbara, Spencer & Bart- 
lett, Abbott L. Adams, Charles E. and Edwin 
W. Orvis, represented by Frank P. Reed, 
Gardner & McFadden, and H. and W. R. 
Crawford. 

The original bill by the Central Trust com- 
pany was filed May 20, 1892, and represented 
that the payment of debenture interest due on 
Sept. 1, 1891, had not been paid; that default 
had continued over six months; that a major- 
ity of hoiders in amount of the debentures 
had required the Central Trust company as 
trustee to declare the bond principal imme- 
diately due, and to proceed to an immediate 
fureclosure of the trust deed securing the 
bond issue. 


Object to Gresham's Ruling, 

It is claimed that the case was never fully put 
to hearing until Feb. 28, 1893, and that on that 
day the court on motion of the complainant 
and against the objections of the present peti- 
toners assumed to make a final hearing of the 
cause and rendered a final decree of tore.

The action of the 
Central Trust company in urging a sale by 
foreclosure is alleged to be in the line of 
coerceing the holders of junior claims into 
making settlements on the reorganization 


plan. 
This point is covered, in an answer filed in 
evidence, made by A. F. and Charles D. See- 


berger, as follows: 

In the month of July, 1890, the United States 
Rolling Stock company, its stockholders, and one 
Cyrus D. Roys, together with the bondholders of 
said alleged bonds, entered into a fraudulent con- 
spiracy in substance to the effect that after pur- 
chasing large quantities of material and supplies 
the affairs of the company should be placed in the 
hands of a receiver and the alleged. mortgage 
deed should be foreclosed and a new company or- 
ganized which should take the assets of the com- 
pany, while the unsecured creditors of the com- 
pany would be defrauded out of a large portion of 
their claims for such merchandise which might 
be purchased and unpaid for. 

After the formation of this fraudulent scheme 
the United States Rolling Stock company pur- 
chased goods from the defendants, for which a 
judgment was recovered. In pursuance of the 
echeme, with the knowledge and consent of the 
stockholders and bondholders, a collusive and 
fraudulent bill was filed, a receiver was 
appointed, and the receiver, Adolph O. 
Hegewisch, proceeded to waste and 
improperly diminish the property of 
the company. A reorganization scheme was 
entered into and it was soaght to force the de- 
fendants to come ia and take payment in secur- 
ities of the proposed new company. which they 
refused to do. Afterwards, in pursuance of the 
fraudulent conspiracy, although there was money 
sufficient in the hands of Adolph O. Hegewisch 


and his euccessor, William C. Lane, to pay said ' 


interest on the bonds, and although general 
creditors of the company, inciuding these defend- 
ants, were before the court asking that the 
money be applied on the interest account, the re- 
ceiver was permitted to improperly misase such 
funds and to knowingly aed purposely carry out 
a fraudulent and coliusive plan by which default 
was made on the bonds.

BROWN TALKS ABOUT HIS PLAY. 


He Gives Evidence That “Coins and Coro- 
nets” Was in Charles Frohman's Hands. 
William H. Brown, the author of “Coins 

and Coronets,” which, it is charged, furnished 
the inspiration of Bronson Howard’s “‘ Aristoc- 
racy,” returned Sunday from the West. Mr. 
Brown says that until his arrival in Chicago 
he had not known to what extent the discus- 
sion had been carried and that, with the ex- 
ception of his letter to a local paper, he had 
no participation in it. He claims, however, 
that the main pointe that have been disclosed 
are correct, and he has been busy hunting up 
the proof for the statements that have been 
made, and documents to disprove the asser- 
tions of the opposite parties. 

Mr. Brown showed a reporter for Tus 
Tripuns yesterday a letter from R. A. Rob- 
erts, Charles Frohman’s reader, which shows 
that that gentleman must have been mistaken 
in his recent assertion that the play never 
reached his hands. for in it Mr. Roberts makes 
the ponent he had received 282

lis-Fargo oom > en shuw 
that the play was sent to Roberts and subse. 
quently reached its destination. This the au- 
thor considers sufficient to substantiate the 
charges which his friends have made. 

“Early in July, 1891,“ said Mr. Brown, I 
wrote to Charles Frohman in New York tell- 
ing him that I had written a play which I 
wished him to read witha view of producing 
it. I received no reply from Mr. Frohman, 
but in the course uf a few weeks a letter came 
to me from R. A. Roberts, who was then at 
the California Theater in San Francisco and 
who, upto that time was unknown to me, 
saying that my letter to Mr. Frohman had 
been forwarded to him with instructions that 
he (Roberts) read the play and pass his opiu- 
ion upon it. I sent the play as directed July 

but I received no notice 

had been received. I waited a 

short time and then had the expresg company 
send out a tracer, which disclosed the fact 
that the play had reached its destination in 

San Francisco. Shortly afterwards a letter 

came to me from one of the employés of the 

California Theater saying. that the play had 

been furwarded to Roberts, who was then 

stopping in Salt Lake City. Abvoypt this time 

I received a number of letters from Roberts 

dated from Byron Hot Springs and San Fran- 

cisco in which he disclaimed all xXnowledge of 
the play. Finally Roberts wrote that he was 
coming through Chicago on his way East 
and would sce me. He did telephone to ine 
while in the city, but the m was deliv- 
ered to iny hotel and never reached me until 
the train had left the city. After waiting 
some time I wrote to him again saying that if 
the play was lost I wauted it found and re- 
turned to me, and in reply got a letter from 
Roberts written Jan. 5, 1892, from New York 
saying that the play had reached him at last 
and that it wouid receive his attention. Not 
long afterwards it was sent back to me 
by mail rolled up in a small package without 
any accompanying message. From the 
Welis-Fargo receipt which I have in my pos- 
session it appears that the play was delivered 
to the California Theater July 13, 1891, and

Times has been gold to Charles R. Miller and 
George F. Spianey and not toa syndicate, as 
has been generally reported. It is true, how- 
ever, that a number of private individuals 
have subscribed money to effect the purchase 
of the paper. Gov. Flower, Mr. Whitney, 
and Mr. Lamont are not of this number. It 
is understood that the subscribers are friends 
ot Mr. Miller and Mr, Spinney. The reorgan- 
ized Times, it is said, will parsue practically 
the same policy as at present. There is 0 
political or religious significance in its new 
ownership. It is to be simply a metropolitan 
newspaper of tho first class. Naturally 
enough, as it will continue under its present 
management, it will remain true to Cleveland 
and tariff reform. Mr. Spinney, who has so 
ably filled the chair of the managing editor, 
will become the business manager of the new 
company. Mr. Miller will remain the editor 
in chief. The formal transfer of the paper to 
the new company, it is said, will take place 
the latter part of this week. The purchase 
price is said to be $950,000. 


DEATH OF A FAMOUS COUNTERFEITER 


Stephen Broadwell Dies in the Prison Pen 
at Bellevue Hospital. 

New York, March 28,—([Special. |—Stephen 
Broadwell, alias Thomas Hunt and Harris, 
the counterfeiter and forger, died in the prison 
pen at Bellevue Hospital today from a cm- 
plication of diseases. Broadwell was arrested 
in this city last month by central office de- 
tectives who had been searching for him 
more than a year. He was wanted at Cincin- 
nati and Detroit, where he had ewindled sev- 
eral banks by raising checks. Broadwell! 
first came to the notice of the police 
in 1880, when he was arrested 
this city for circulating counterfeit notes 
on the Spanish bark at Havana. The bills 
were so skillfully made that the bank had to 
withdraw the whole issue. Not long after 
Broad well tried to float $25,000 worth of coun- 
terfeit $25 bills on the same bank. A Spanish 
merchant in this city with whom he entered 
into negotiations betrayed him, and he was 
sent to prison for five 22 After serving 
his time he went West. In the early part of 
last year he swindled the First National, Third 
National, and German National Banks at Cin- 
cinnati out of nearly $26,000 by “raising” 
drafts for small amounts He also swindled 
the Third National and City Savings banks of 
Detroit out of $8,300 by raising checks.

OPPOSED TO BRAINARD’S PETITION, 


The Evanston Town Board of Auditors 
Votes to Dismiss It, 

The Evanston Town Board of Auditors last 
evening refused to receive the new petition 
drawn up by Capt. W. N. Brainard. When 
the petition placing James McMahon and 
others in the field as candidates for town 
offices was filed with the board Mr. Brainard 
insisted that the paper had been illegally 
drawn, and it was then that he introduced his 
own petition. Atarecent meeting it devel- 
oped that the Brainard petition was in error 
in that the candidates were not grouped, and 
it was rejected. A new petition was then 
filed, and this Mr. Brainard asked last night 
to withdraw, with the intention of introducing 
another new one. The Board of Auditors 
refused to grant this privilege, and voted 
to dismiss the petition entirely.

Brainard introduced a new paper, but the 
Auditors declinea to consider it and ad- 
journed, The petition sets forth the fact that 
the nomination paper by which McMahon 
and others were made candidates does not 
conform tq the law. Furthermore it says that 
it contains signatures of people not voters and 
and also of voters who had previously signed 
other nomination pgpers. In conclusion Mr. 
Brainard alleges it does not contain the sig- 
natures of voters representing 5 per cent of 
the total vote cast at the last election.

THE WHEAT CROP OF THE WORLD. 


Production and Consumption Keep Very 
Close Together. 

San Francisco Call: The Hungarian De- 
partment of Agriculture, which is high 
statistical authority, reports that thé wheat 
crop of the world in 1892 was equal to 
125,000,000 bushels, or about 125,000,000 
bushels over the average crop ten 
years ago, and as nearly as possible the 
same as the crop of 1891. ‘The world’s con- 
sumption being set down as 2,070,000,0U0 bush- 
els, the 3 1892 left a surplus to be car- 
ried over into this year of about 55,009,000 

The feeling that there was a surpius 
relieved the previous tension on the markets, 
and as compared with 1891 the price of wheat 
in 1892 at the chief centers showed a decline 
of from 15 to 26 per cent. 

The feature of the wheat producsion in 1892 
was the increased yield of the wheat 
e 
crop was below average, ‘above th 
crop of 1891; in Southern Russia it was up to 
and in some cases above the average. In 
Italy the crop was about 5 per cent 
than last year’s, amounting to something 
120,000,000 bushels, which would leave some- 
thmg for export.

Austria’s crop is reckoned at 850,000 tons, and 
that of Hungary at about 1,800,000, which 
will leave a considerable margin for export.

England and France are both light. The 
wheat yield in France is reckoned at 345,000,- 
000 bushels, which will involve an importanon 
of not less than 45,000,000 bushels; the yield 
in England is figured at 8,000,000 bushels less 
than last year, which will compel Great Brit- 
ain to import not less than 170,000,000 bushels. 

In figuring on the European demand for 
American wheat and flour it must be remem- 
bered that Russia now permits exports of 
grain from Odessa and the Baltic. Last year 
they were prohibited. 

It is yet too soon to figure on the crops of 
1893. But itis really vere to observe on 
how smail a margin of surpius the world is 
running so far as wheat is concerred. A crop 
failure of 55,000,000 bushels anywhere, un- 
accompanied by an equivalent increase else- 
where, would bring consumption to a level 
with production, and would cause as near an 
approach to famine as modern transportation 
facilities permit, In Russia last spring large 
communities actually endured the of 
hunger. There were deaths from famine. 
Shiploads of wheat were sent to the Baltic 
from this country to relieve the necessities of 
the people on the Baltic. No such atraits 
would occur in a country provided with a 
proses system of transportation and an en- 

ightened government. But much incon- 
venience might arise without reaching the 
starvation point.

REPUBLICAN OOMMITTEEMEN MAKE 


— — — 


Conciliation Is the Cry and the Belief Is 
Expressed That Factionnl Lines Will 
Be Wiped Out in the Next Contest — 
Modification of the Prohibitory Law 
Favored by Many—Convention Probably 
Will Make No Nomination for Senator 
General Political News. 

Des Mornes, Ia., March 28.—[Special.]— 
The meeting of the Republican State Central 
committee here today was an important one 
in the matter of the expression of opinion 
given by members of the committee as to the 
position which the Republicans in their dis- 
tricts take on the question of prohibition. The 
meeting was quite largely attended and the 
session lasted all the afternoon. 

After adjournment J. E. Blythe, Chairman 
of the cémmittee, spoke quite freely in re- 
gard to the business of the meeting. He said 
it was really a postponed meeting for the 
purpose of closing up the business of 
the last campaign. He admitted, however, 
that the attitude of the party in regard to the 
prohibition question was discussed somewhat 
at length by different members of the com- 
mittee. The committée did not, however, he 
said, assume to take any action or even to dis- 
cuss that question in an official way. The 
committee held that they were simply to do 
the routine business for the party. The mem- 
bers, though, spoke of the apparent situat:on 
in the party in their respective districts and 
also expressed their individual opinions as to 
what should be done, Chairman Blythe said 
that he did not consider himself empowered 
to speak for the committee on the-matter. 

„Lou can say, however,” he said, that 
the reports which the members brought from 
the different districts indicated that the two 
wings of the party are working towards each 
other and each seems to be willing to make 
concessions. In fact, after listening to the re- 
ports from the various districts the members 
of the committee felt that when the conven- 
tion met a conciliatory platforn would be 
adopted that would be satisfactory to all.”’ 

In regard to the nomination of a United 
States Senator by the convention Mr. Blythe 
said that the sentiment in the various districte 
did not seem to have been sufficiently crystal- 
lized to indicate what would be the outcome, 
but unless there should be some further devel- 
vpment by the time the committee meets to 
call the new convention he thought it improb- 
able that the office.of United States Senator 
would be named in the call, and the con ven- 
tion could decide for itself whether to make a 
nomination for that office or not. 

Will Have No Conference, 


In regard to the question of calling a con- 
ference of Republicans to consult with the 
committee it was voted unanimously that 
such a conference should not be called, as the 
com mitteo did not believe it to be within its 
province to uttempt to dictate the policy of 
the party in advance of the meeting of the 
con vention. 

Other members of the committee were 
equally outspoken, J. G. Brown of Marshaill- 
town, the member from the Fifth District, 
said the Republicans of his district were un- 
gualifiediy in favor of a moditieation of the 
prohibitory law. He came to the meeting 
wita anumber of letters in his pocket from 
leading Republicans in Marshall County and 
they were nearly all of thein favorable toa 
modification of the law. These letters were 
from avowed prohibitionists as well as from 
anti-prohibition Republicans, and they dis 
played a spirit of conciliation that was very 
notices ble. 

C. M. Jenkins, the member from the First 
District, said the Republicans of his district 
favored a conciliatory policy. For himselt he 

ieved the convention should adopt a plat- 
form strictly on the lives of national issues. 

Committeeman MeMillan of the Eleventh 
District, Congressman Perkins’ district, de- 
clared that the Republicans of his distiict of 
all shades of belief on the prohivition ques- 
tion were largely in favor of a modification of 
the law. He said that while it perhaps could 
hardly be said that n of such modi- 
ficaton came from Prohibitionists, yet when 
the matter was broached to them they fell in 
with the idea and offered no objection to it. 
They felt that prohibition ought to be saved 
to as large a portion of the State as possible, 
and that its salvation should come through its 
friends rather than its enemies. 


Conelliation Largely Favored. 


N. N. Jones of the Ninth District said he 
believed the spirit of conciliation was largely 
predominant among the people of his dis- 
trict also. 

J. M. Kemble of the Second District, who 
is an avowed Prohibitionist, had little to say 
on the subject, but admitted that the adoption 
of a liberal platform by the Republicans at 
the coming convention would, in his opinion, 
result in a net gain for the party of fully 2,000 
votes in his district. 

Dr. Matthews of the Seventh District said 
the Republicans of the :district seemed to be 
in line for sucha modification of the law as 
would save prohibition to those places where 
it could be enforced and give localities where 
public sentiment would not sustain prohibi- 
ticn the power to control the traffic. 

The members of the committee seemed to 
feel much encouraged over the situation and, 
as one of them expressed it, “It looks as 
though the ple were working out the prob- 
lem themselves and that a better understand- 
W all factions will soon be arrived 


In regard to the nomination of a United 
States Senator by the convention the individ- 
ual opinions of the members of the commit- 
tee seemed to about unanimous against 
such nomination. They admitted that the 
Democrats would nomimate a candidate for 
that office, but thought that the Republicans 
should not do so, but leave the matter to the 
choice of the Legislature, thereby secu 
the hearty codperation of the friends of 
the candidates in the choice of a Republican 
Legislature. 

„night in an interview Gabe Young of Des 
Moines, who has been mentioned as a candi- 
date for the Republican nomination for Gov- 
ernor, stated that he would not seek the nom- 
ination, but if it was given him he would drop 
everything else and work for the success of 
the party.

Judge Green Decides the Feeder“ Patent 
in His Favor as Against Westinghouse. 
Trenton, N. J., March 28.—[Special.}— 

Judge Green of me United States Circuit 

Court of the Distfict of New Jersey sitting in 

Trenton, thi morning handed down a de- 

cision in the case of the Edison Electric com- 

pany vs. Westinghouse, Church, Kerr & Co., 
sustaining the well known Edison “‘ feeder” 
patent and deciding the issues involved in fa- 
vor of the Edison company, the complainants 
in the suit. This decision is the result of a pro- 
tracted and important litigation. The patent 
of Mr. Edison involved in this suit is dated 

Sept. 19, 1885, and is fam iliarly known as the 

“feeder and main patent. The possession 

of this patent gives to the Edison company 

practically the only means of municipal light- 
ing by incandescent läm ps, and the lighting of 
large buildings or group of buildings, euch as 
wills, hotels, office buildings, and the buildings 
of the World's Fair at Chicago. It also controls 
distribution of eleetricity over extended areas 
for a multitude of other practical uses. In 

January, 1880, Mr. Edison had patented the 

carbon-Hlament lamp, which patent has been 

lately sustained in the Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals. The “ feeder and main patent of 

Sept. 19, 1882, solved the problem of how tv 

distribute a current to a large number of 

lamps or other trausmitting devices, some of 
which were situated at a great distance from 
each other, and some a great distance from 
the generator, without incurring such a large 
expense for copperin the conductors as to 
render the first cost of the plant prohibitory. 

The case which involved the validity of this

THE ISLANDERS ANXIOUSLY AWAIT 
NEWS FROM WASHINGTON. 


Clubs Being Organized with Branches on 
All the Islands to Oppose Annexation— 
Uncertainty Has a Bad Effect on the 
Natives—Miuister t Finance Jones of 
the Provisional Governmeut Resigns 
Beeause of lil-Heaith—Japanese Still 
Keeping Jealous Eyes on the Islands.

The uncertainty which prevails as to the 
probable fate of the islands, so far as *the 
question of agnéxation to the United States 
is concerned, is having a depressing effect 
here, not only on general trade but on the 
morals of the people, and a feeling of unrest 
has arisen that will require something more 
than empty conjectures to still. The inaugura- 
tion last week of a rew party, the Hawaiian 
Patriotic League, having for ite object the 
avowed purpose of maintaining as far as 
sible the autonomy of the country, shows how 
opposition to annexation grows with delay. 

The officers and many of the members of 
the league were not at first strongly against 
the prospect of government from Washing- 
ton, but dispatches in American newspapers 
received here telling of the apparent doubt 
existing in the minds of some of the people of 
the United States as to the justness of accept- 
ing the proposals of the Provisional Govern- 
ment is having its effect on the minds of the 
native Hawaiians who are naturally prone to 
the proposed change, and it is an open 
question whether a plebiscite would 
show anything like the vote that 
could have been obtained for annexation 
two weeks ago. Even Royalists openly state 
that public sentiment in the United States is 
changing in their favor through the representa- 
tions of Paul Neumann and Prince David, 
and they give it out that the ex-Queen confi- 
dently expecte information by the steamer 
Australia, scheduled to arrive here the 22d 
inst., that her throne will be restored to her, 
though possibly with the condition attached 
that the United States will declare a pro- 
tectorate. 

The meetings of the Civil Rights or 
„Black Flag League, as it is popularly 
termed, and of the Patriotio League and Na- 
tive Sons of Hawaii, are being reinforced by 
meetings of those dissatisfied with the course 
pursued by the provisional government in 
making its appointments. Almost all of these 
meetings have been held in secret, such open 
meetings as have been held relating more to 
matters of organization than concerning the 
policy to be pursued.

The Patriotic League has sent a delegation

visory Council and accompanied by an act 
creating the Republic of Hawaii. 

Native Hawaiians might cast a large vote 
for Robert Wilcox for President, but it is more 
probable that the white ee of the Roy- 
alist party would use Wilcox’s expressions of 
friendship for Minister Stevens as a weapon 
against him and succeed in averting the com- 
plimentary native vote. Other Hawaiians 
who might receive a large native 
vote are ex-Minister John A. Cummins, 
ex-Minister Samuel Parker, Joseph Nagalie, 
or Judge Frank Pahia of Koolou. Ex- 
Marshal Charles Wilson might also receive a 
number of votes as well as John F. Bush, who 
is expected to return here from San Francisco 
on the steamer Australia. Many of Bush’s 
friends were alienated from him, however, by 
reason of his inaction, when he was supposed 
to have gone to the United States to appeal to 
the people on behalf of the native Hawaiians 
after the revolution. The Haoles or whites 
who would strive for the honor of the Presi- 
dency are beyond enumerstion in these dis- 
patches and an election would awaken inter- 
est probably such as was never exceeded in 
the history of Hawaiian politics. 

Annexationists Quietly Waiting. 


In justice to the moderation and patience of 
the provisional 3 and of the promi- 
nent men of American or annexation 


party, it must be said, however, that they ares 


quietiy awaiting the action of the United 
States with faith in ite good intentions and 
with no doubt as to the satisfactory conclu- 
sion of the labors of their Commissioners at 
Washington. 

The steamer Monowai, arriving from San 
Francisco March 10, brought among its pas- 
sengers W. C. Wilder, one of the Commis- 
sioners. C. H. Cooke, who accompanied the 
Commissioners on their errand, and Col. 
Volney Ashford, the refugee. Mr. 
Wilder said: “We were very well 
received in Wash n and transacted 
our business with more facility than 1 had ex- 
pe . I believe there need be no doubt 
whatever that the treaty will be ratified in an 
extra session of the Senate. I received a dis- 
patch from Commissioner Thurston the day 
on which the steamer left San Francisco inti- 
mating that he was satisfied that the treaty 
would pasa at the extra session. I think one 
thing is certain —it will be either annexation 
or nothing. The talk of a protectorate is non- 
sense. Ask the average politician what is 
meant by a protectorate and he can not tell 
you. The backing up of amouarchy is foreign 
to American ideas, even if it were not as it is 
in opposition to the real interests of the United 
States. 

There is a movement on foot to form a 
political organization in Honolulu among all 
the friends of annexation. Lists are being 
circulated about town and a large number of 
the supporters of the provisional government 
have signified their willingness to join the 
society. As soon as a suflicient number of 
names have been secured a mass-meeting will 
be held. The lists are headed as follows: 

For the purpose of supporting the provisional 
government and to assist as far as in our power 
to secu the annexation of these islands with 
the United States of America, we, the under- 
signed, agree to unite in the formation of a polit- 
ical organisation with that object in view.

VENUS DE MEDICIS A POOR TYPE. 


Critics Say She Is in No Way the Perfect 
Type—“ Monstrously Overrated.” 
London News: If anything is safe in this 
iconoclastic age it might be supposed to be 
the reputation for beauty and grace of the 
Venus de Medien. More than two centuries 
have elapsed since this famous piece of sculp- 
ture waa unearthed on the site of Hadrian’s 
villa at Tivoli, and since then connoisseurs 
of all nations have joined in doing hom- 
age to the ancient sculptor’s skill. 
How many visitors to the Uffizi 
Gallery in Florence have stood, Murray or 
Appleton in hand, gazing at the undraped fig- 
ure without a thought of questioning these 
learned persous! But of late years there have 
been skeptics daring enough to class this with 
the Apnullo Belvedere as a sample of ancient 
art that has been * monstrously overrated,’’ 
and now comes no less au authority than Mr. 
Holman Hunt to assure us that the Venus de 
Medicis, to use a popular phrase, won't do.“ 
There ig a little. anecdote: attaching ta this 
expression of opinion. 5 
Some years ago at the house of Sir Richard 
Owen, the great naturalist, Mr. Hunt met that 
rofessor of sanitary science, the late Sir 
win Chadwick, who began a conversation 
thus: As a Commissioner of Health I must 


profese myself altogether opposed to the ar- 


tistic theory of beauty, There is the Venus de 
Medicis, which you artists regard as giving the 
perfect type of female form. I should require 
that a typical statue with such pretensions 
should bear evidence of perfect power of life 
with steady prospect of health and signs of 
mental vigor, but she has neither. Her chest 
is narrow, inaicating uurobust lungs, her 
liz. bs are without evidence of due training of 
musclers, her shoulders are not well braced up 
and he cranium, and her face, 
too, are deficient in all __ traits 
of intellect. She would be a miserable 
mistress of a house and a contefmptibie moth- 
er. But the listener assured the sage critic 
that he had made a most artistic criticism of 
the statue, and that his auditor would join in 
every word as to his standard of requirements. 
Mr. Hunt was aware, he said, that he was 
talking heresy to the mass of persons 
who accep the traditional jargon of 
the cognoscenti on trust, but in his opinion 
„the work belongs to the decadence of Roman 
virtue and vitality, and its merit lies alone in 
the rendering of a voluptuous being without 
mind or soul.” If no authorities of equal 
weight will stand forth in defense of this mar- 
ble lady, it is to be feared that the famous 
Venus de Medicis will soon be ranked among 
imposters. The strange part of the matter is 
that it has taken 213 years to find her out. 


The Criminal Law of France. 


Mme. Adam, in a short article in the North 
American Review, describes as follows the work- 
ings of the French crimival law: “In America 
and England a magistrate recognizes in himself 
no right to prejudge a case. The accused, until 
he is found guilty, is innocentin the eyes of an 
English or American judge, who treats him as such 
and often helps him to clear himself. In France, 
on the other hand, the magistrate defends society 
against crime and strives to wring a confession 
from the prisoner before he is conyicted. The 
person accused, considered as the one upon whom 
the burden of suspicion and accusal rests, must 
furnish proof of his innocence at the outset of 
proceedings against him or else he must appear at 
the Assize Court. his aceusers being the magis- 
trates who have studied his case. 

„Art. IV. of the French Civil Code declares that 
‘the Judge who shall refuse to utter judgment on 
the plea that the law is silent, absurd, or insuffi- 
cient may be prosecuted as guilty of refusal 
to administer justice.’ A Judge, therefore, must 
enforce the law. even should it seem to him false 
and unjust—dura lex, sed lex. But, 3 may ask, 
will not bis conscience rebel? No, A Judge is a 

riest of justice; he cannot dispute her dogma. 

the sentence which he pronounces be unjust 
his conscience cannot be burdened, for the blame 
rests with the legislator, . 

Tue legislator, therefore, is alone responsible. 
The mouthpiece of the social interest of the gen- 
eral interests, he enacts laws in view of those in- 
terests. As for the Judge, he is merely the mouth- 
piece of private interests; he is charged with but 
one special duty—to cut short any conflict which 
may arise between individual interests. 

Thus we see that the law is bindi 
izens, but the Judge’s decision is binding only on 
those who are concerned in the case. o legis- 
lator has the initiative of the laws; the Judge 
has only that of his own decisions! The first has 
the power to modify the law which he has made 
to any extent, but it isa singular. fact and one 
which, in my opinion, makes him at once the su- 
petior and inferior of the legislator, the Judge 
can never change a sentence which he bas once 
pronounced! It ceases to belong to him from the 
moment that he uttersit. It becomes final, un- 
alterable, so far as he is concerned, and can only 
be modified by other jurisdictions.”

LAST GENERAL GONE. 


B. KIRBY SMITH’S LIFE ENDED AT 
SEWANEE, TENN. 


He Was Taken Sick While Attending Gen. 
BMeauregard’s Funeral—There Are Now 
Living Ne Full Generals of the War of 
the Rebellion—For Seventeen Years He 
Was a Professor in the University of the 
South— Funeral of Col, Elliot F. Shep- 
ard— Other Obituary Matters. 

Nasuvitia, Tenn., March 28.— Special. 
Gen. E. Kirby Smith died this afternoon at 
his home in Sewanee, aged 69 years. Gen. 
Smith has resided at Sewanee for a long time, 
having been conneeted with the University of 
the South as professor of mathematics for 
seventeen years. He leaves a widow and 
eleven children, 

Gen. Smith had not been well since his re- 
cent trip to New Orleans, where he went on 
business connected with the Confederate As- 
sociation, and also attended the funeral of 
Gen, Beauregard. He intended to visit Gen. 
Beauregard, but the latter died the day Gen. 
Smith had selected to call on him. Ges. 
Smith, whose health was impaired during his 
stay in New Orleans, did not improve after

his condition gradually beeathe worse. He 
passed peacefully away, surrounded by his 


family. 

He died as he had lived, bright, strong, 
and coufident in his Christian faith and hope.

Though I walk through the valley of the 
shadow of death I will fear no evil for thou art 
with me. 

The news of his death spread quickly, and 
sorrowing friends hastened to tender sym- 
ay to the bereaved widow and children. 
The funeral of Gen. Smith will take place 
next Friday at Sewanee,

WITH $16,000,000. 


Thirty People, Represcating All the Large 
_ Holdings, Hold a Special Meeting, Dis- 
cuss the Situation Fully, and Deciare a 


Sarplus Dividend of 23 Per Cent on 
$7,500,000—The Company, with Armour 
& Co. and Morris & Co., Constitutes the 
„Rig Three Growth of Its Business. 

The stockholders of Swift & Co., the great 
packing concern, yesterday took a step of 
importance to the commercial and financial 
world and to Stock-Yards interests. They 
voted to increase the capital stock of the com- 
pany 100 per cent, or, in other words, to raise 
it from $7,500,000 to $15,000,000. They voted 
in addition to declare a surplus dividend of 23 
per cent, payable April 17. 

This action was takén at a special meeting 
of the stockholders which was held yesterday 
afternoon at Swift & Co.'s office at the Stock- 
Yards. There were thirty persons present, 
representing allof the large holaings in the 
stock. The meeting was in session for sever- 
al hours, during which time the history and 
condition of the company ana its prospects 
were gone over and discussed. After the 
proposition was made and carried that 
the capital stock be increased to $15,000,000 
it was decided that the new issue sböuld be 
subscribed by stockholders of record April 10 
next in proportion to their holdings.

She Was Despondent on Account of u 
Health—The Inquest Today.

TO TRY VILLAGE FARMING IN GEORGIA. 


Been Secured at Floyd Springs. 

Roms, Ga., March 28,—([Special.]—For 
some time an agitation has been going on in 
this State to establish village farming and a 
meeting will be called soon at Floyd Springs 
to organize a stock company which will es- 
tablish this system upon a tract of land cover- 
ing ‘twenty-five square miles of good rolling 
land. In the tract is astream, the power of 
which it is proposed to use. On the hills are 
large orchards and the creek bottom furnvishe- 
a large proportion of rich land. The chief 
cause for the change is the depression iu agri- 
-culture resulting from the present system of 
insufficient cultare over a wide area. The 
idea is to substitute igtensive farming and 
sell the surplus land. An egnally im- 
portant cause is lack of social 
facilities on widely separated farms, especial- 
ly during the winter months, when the roads 
are often bad. There would be 160 farms of 
100 acres each and as many families located 
at a village in the center of the tract where 
they would have all the advantages of urban 
life with schools, churches, postoffice, stores, 
etc., and at the same time no man would be 
farther than two miles from his farm and 
could easily reach it in twenty-five minutes. 
This system has been urged by Gov. Northen, 
Dr. White, and a number of prominent meu. 
Similar movements are in process of fotma- 
tion in other parts of the State and this new 
phase of rural life is likely to extend through- 
out the Southern States. It will have a great 
effect upon crops and is likely to curtail the 
production of cotton and increase grain grow- 
ing. fruit growing, and a variety of agricult- 
ural and horticultural industries. It is part

FLAGLER ON TRANSIT: 


STANDARD OIL MAGNATE SCORES 
THE MANHATTAN ELEVATED, ° 


Its Delay in Providing Better Facilities 
Characterized as a Scheme to Get Street 
Franchises at Small Cost~The Viaduct 
System, He Asserts, Is the Only Sensible 
One for City Transit—Millions Would 
Annually Be Saved New York if the 
System Were Adopted, 

New York, March 28—[Special.]—It is 
seldom that any of that group of men who 
constitute the Standard Oil magnates, as they 
are called. takes any part in discussions of 
public questions, and in political matters it 
seems to have been their rule to keep con- 
Sealed such views as they have. The late 
Jabez A. Bostwick used occasionally to make 
manifest his interest in public affairs, but he 
was the most approachable and in some re- 
spects the most fearleses of that extraordinary 
company. It must then have been a 
strong motive which induced J, H. Flag- 
ler to write a letter to the Coatroller of the 
city and give it to the newspapers for pub- 
lication. Mr. Flagler's letter is the most pep- 
pery and indignant accusamon against the 
Manhattan railway company and the Board 
of Rapid Transit Commissioners which has 
yet found its way into print. Coming from a 
man so rich thatif necessary he could buy 
the entire elevated system of this city at its 
present price and have a million or two left, 
his complaint is relieved of charges which 
have been made against others that they are 
complaining persons who have no financial re- 
sponsibility and are mere envious busybodies. 
Moreover, he dares attack men like Pierpont 
Morgan, Russell Sage, and George Gould, and 
accuse them practically of conspiring by un- 
worthy if not improper methods to defeat the 
purpose of the city to secure an adequate sys- 
tem of rapid transit. He charges with 
using all their vast influence to secure weari- 
some delays to get without suitable payment 
to the city the control of the avenues neces- 
sary to be occapied by any extension of a 
rapid transit system. He says that they have 
never paid what they should have paid to the 
city for franchises which enable them to re- 
ceive in fares daily $40,000, and asserts that 
they mean to increase their occupancy of the 
city’s streets and thus increase their income 
and prevent all competitive systems without 
giving to the city what it ought to receive for 
such franchises. 

Square Blow Between the Eyes. 

This is the squarest blow between the eyes 
that the millionaires who, own the elevated 
railway haveever received. Of course they say 
today that a man who has made millions by 
the methods which have characterized the 
Standard Oil monopoly is scarcely the one to 
preach now about the business morals of a 
corporation. That, however, does not affect 
the accuracy of Mr. Flagler's statements. It 
has been apparent fora long time that the

THINK GENEVA LAKE NOT A FIT SITE, 

— a Silents — — — baie 

Many Are Opposed to the Yerkes Telescope 
. Being Located There. 

Those having in charge the selection of a 
site for the Yerkes telescope have, for obvious 
reasons, given most favor to Lake Geneva. 
Many, however, who are interested in the wel- 
fare of the University of Chicago are opposed 
to the location of the great instrument there 
on the ground that the purpose of the observa- 
tory would in a measure be defeated by such 
a selection. One who is thor: ughiy posted on 
the requirements of successful astronomical 


observation said yesterday: 

Jam opposed to Geneva Lake for one 
special reason. It is well known that a loca- 
tion near a considerable body of water is not 
a good one, because the temperature of the 
w: er is rarely the same as that of the land, 
and a current of air almost invariably occa- 
sioued one way ortheother. The result of this 
is an unsteadiness of vision, which materially 
interferes with observations. diéturb- 
ing influences are more observable in the use 
of a large instrument than of a small one. A 
large instrument cannot be used successfully 
where a smal! one can. 

Now, Geneva Lake is comparatively 
being one-half a mile in width and severa 
miles long. It is sufficiently large to induce 
the currents I speak of. Ihe atmosphere in 
the vicinity is seldom favorable for careful 
observations, There are times, it is true, 
when the surface of the lake is un- 
ruffled, when yet the higher elevations nearby 
have a considerable breeze. Geneva Lake as 
a site would be subject, though in a smaller 
degree, to the same objections as are urged 
against the location of the telescope near 
Lake Michigan. When the eighteen and a 
half inch telescope for Dearborn Observatory 
was placed near Lake Michigan the same ob- 
jection was raised. The Yerkes telescope will 
have a glass of over forty inches and the in- 
fivences of Geneva Lake will be as bad for 
such a glass as those of Lake Michigan 
for the Dearborn glass. In other, words, the 
difference of the sizes of the glasses will fully 
equal the difference of influences arising from 
the relative sizes of the two bodies of water. 

Jo illustrate the inadvisability of locating 
the Yerkes telescope at Geneva Lake, it might 
be mentioned thatafew years ago a wind- 
mill was built almost on the site chosen fur 
the instrument, for the simple reason that it 
was believed that a breeze could almost al- 
ways be had at that point. If such a belief 
were well founded—and there seems little 
reason for thinking to the contrary—the site 
would be extremely bad for the instrument.

Program Prepared for a .Consideration of 
All Phases of Journalism. 

Quite apart from the work dona by the 
Congress of Representative Women is that 
undertaken by the various departments or- 
ganized under the Woman’s Branch of the 
Auxiliary, which proposes having something 
to say upon all topics. The committees 
formed by the woman’s wing of the auxiliary 
and those called upon to tuke part in 
the discussions may be considered rep- 
resentative in the various departments 
which they will assist in illustrating. 
Following the Woman’s Congress will come 
that of the press,in which the women will 
take an active part. The Department of the 
Public Press embraces in its divisions jour- 
nalism and periodical literature in relation to 
science, art, religion, and trade, and this con- 
gress promises to be one of the most inter- 
esting and important of the whole series. It 
will, be attended and condacted by the nost 
prominent journalists of this and other coun- 
tries, who will be heard upon leading ques- 
tions of professional and general import. It 
embraves no less than twenty-six divisions.

MEDICINE AND TEMPERANCE WORK. 


Women to Take a Prominent Part in Con- 
sidering These Subjecta. 

In the Department of Medicine as in that of 
the press the men and women have agreed to 
act together. Of the general committee Dr. 
Nathan Smith Davis is the Chairman, Dr. J. 
S. Mitchell the Vice-Chairman, and Dr. Sarah 
Hacket Stevenson the Secretary. The med- 
ical congress is divided into six departments— 
as follows: ‘1) General Medicine and Sur-

In the kindred departments of Psychics and 
Physics women will have much to say, but in 
those of Temperance and Social Reform they 
will perhaps show to better advantage than in 
any other. There are indications that the 


temperance Congresses will be the most suc- 
cessful ot the series, owing to the interest that 


has been aroused in the subjoct both at home 
and abroad. In this the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union will take a prominent part 
and a noteworthy program is being prepared 
by this body.

This organization will hold a congress of 
its own. ‘The primary objects of the meetings 
is to bring before the world the conditions 
and needs of the temperance reform in the 
different countries, and in pursuance of this 
purpose the State Department at Washington 
was requested to send to the Consular offices 
in all countries where the United States is of- 
ficially represented instructions to procure all 
‘ne 8 rag information under the following 

eads: 


1. Statistics as to the quantity and kinds of in- 
toxicating liquors produced, 

2. As to government methods of dealing with 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicating liquors. 

3. As to intemperance as related to poverty, im- 
morality, and crime. 

4. As to what efforts are being made to discour- 
age the use, manufacture, and sale of intoxicants. 

This request has been complied with and 
the reports will be read and discussed at the 
meetings. Thewomen have also undertaken 
to furnish an object lesson in temperance re- 
form, by providing for an exhibit of temper- 
ance literature, banners, mottoes, medals, 
vhotographs, and documents of all kinds re- 
lating to the subject. They will erect a fount- 
ain, establish a printing office, and conduct a 
café and a hospital on temperance principles. 
The literature will represent all countries and 
all languages, and in the question of tem- 
perance drinks the women propose to bring 
the combined ingenuity of the sex throughout 
the world to bear on the solution of the prob- 
lem of innocuous beverages. 

In the Department of Moral and Social Re- 
form separate committees of men and women 
have been appointed on appropriate subjects 
and will codéperate in preliminary action and 
in the meetings as may seem desirable. These 
committees have issued a joint address setting 
forth the purposes of the proposed con- 
gresses. 


LITERATURE TO BE PROMINENT, 


All Branches to Be Taken Up and Consid- 
ered by Experienced Lecturers. 

Perhaps the most generally interesting of the 
congresses is that which pertains to literature, 
which will embrace five general divisions, as 
follows: 1. Libraries. 2. History. 3. Phi- 
lology. 4. Authors and copyright. 5. Folk 
lore. These again are subdivided indefinitely, 
the lines of discussion being indicated by the 
following heads: 

a. The influence of literature on individual 
character and conduct. on domestic life, on edu- 
cation, en morais, on art, on government, on the 
peace of the world. ete.

The preliminary address of the Woman's 
Committee on Manual and Art Education pro- 
poses a comprehensive program whose aim is 
to show the advance that has been made in 
the latter half of this century in the study of 
the natural sciences, bringing the individual 
to an understanding of the forces which sur- 
round him in the material world; in indus- 
trial education, in which children are trained 
in the practice of elementary handicrafts and 
the functions uf skilled labor; in the education 
in form and color, which develops the esthetic 
faculties and so forms an important aid to in- 
dustrial skill; in the work of the kindergarten, 
which bases all instruction upon spiritual de- 
velopment; in physical education, which de- 
clares that a sound mind must have a sound 
body to accompany it; and in the special art 
education, which finds expression in the in- 
creased facilities for hearing good music and 
seeing the best works of art in other depart- 
ments. 

In these discussions on manual training and 
the art element in education the advocates o 
the movement take the ition that since 
machinery has expelled icraft from so 
many of the departments in which it was for- 
merly indispensable, it behooves humanity to 
push forward into fields where its activity will 
not be compelled to compete with machinery. 


FINE ARTS AND OTHER TOPICS. 


Few Lines of Interest Are Omitted by the 
' Various Congresses. 

In the Fine Arta Department the women are 
represented bysMrs. Candace Wheeler, Chair- 
man of the General committee; Mrs. Sidney 
Guy Sea of New York City, Chairman of the 
Committee on Iliustrative Art; Miss Potter, 
Chairman of the Committee on Sculpture; 
Miss Sarah T. Hallowell, Chairman of the 
Committee on Painting; Mrs. N. Gray Bart- 
lett, Chairman of the Committee on Photog- 
raphy, and Mrs. Dwight W. Graves, Chairman 
of the Committee on Ceramics, 

This last division will afford a special line 
of treatment for the woman’s section of the 
congress, which will be of general interest, 
and there will also be an opportunity to pre- 
sent in an attractive and comprehensive man- 


which in this as in most of the other depart- 
ments in which the work of woman plays a 
conspicuous part is a comparatively recent 
element. The work of women as illustrators 
and practical draftsmen will take considera- 
ble place in the discussions and will have the 
advantage of being illustrated by the exhibits 
in this line, which will appearin the Woman’s 
Building and elsewhere in the Ex position. 

The subject of government will be treated 
under the general heads of jurispru- 
dence and law reform, political and economic 
reform, city government, executive adminis- 
tration, intellectual property, arbitration and 
peace. The general division of jurisprudence 
and law reform will include the laws of na- 
tions; expatriation, naturalization, and extra- 
dition; international priviliges of citizenship, 
the admiuistration of justice, eto. The gen- 
eral division of political and economic re- 
form will include political economy and econ- 
omie science; profit-sharing; social science; 
the single tax and other theories; public reve- 
nues; statistics; wéihts and measures and 
coinage; postal service; suffrage in republics, 
kingdoms, and empires; civil service reform, 
etc. The general division of city government 
will include municipal order; the public serv- 
ice; public works; police protection; public 
revenues and expenditures; and other im- 
portant subjects. The general division 
of executive administration will in- 
clude the nature, office, and ap- 
plication of executive power in municipal 
State, and national government, The general 
division of intellectual property will include 
trade marks and patents, both national and 
international. The subject of copyright has 
been transferred from the department of gov- 


general division of arbitration and peace will 
include the establishment of permanent in- 
ternational courts of justice; the substitution 
of arbitration for war: the establishment of 
courts of conciliation and arbitration for the 
voluntary settlement of private controversies, 


etc. 

The Woman's Branch of the Auxiliary will 
figure in this congress, committees having 
been appointed to prepare programs on the 
three divisions of law reform, municipal order, 
and suffrage. Mrs. Bessie B. Helmer is the 
Chairman of the Committee on Law Reform ; 
Mrs. Henry Wade Rogers of that on Munici- 
pal Order; and Mrs. Elizabeth B. Harbert of 
that on Suffrage, which latter »ubject will be 
presented in relation to the woman suffrage 
movement and to the recent sporadic develop- 
ments alone that line. 


In Science and Philosophy.“ 


In the field of science and philosophy spe- 
cial committees have been appointed upon 
the following subjects: General physics, 
meteerology, geology, geography, chemistry, 
electricity, botony, zodlogy, microscopy, an- 
thropology, including ethnology and archzol- 
ogy, with special committees on American, 
Indian, and African ethnology. It is thought 
that this latter subject is worthy of a full and 
exhaustive treatment in view of the 
recent partition of Africa among 
the European powers, as well as 
from the growing itnportance of the question 
of the American negro and his relation to the 
white race. An attempt has been made to de- 
vote a special congress to this question, so 
that it may receive the fullest possible dis- 
cussion in the light of modern research and 
the opinions of the leading thinkers of the 
age. The women are taking an active part in 
the ethnological branch of the work and are 
giving particular attention to the division of 
Indian ethnology. Miss Emma C. Sickles, 
who is the Chairman of the Committee of the 
Woman’s Branch, is preparmg a program 
upon this subject that promises to be of per- 
manent value. | 

A great deal of interest is bemg shown by the 
woman's branch in the religious congresses, 
which provide for the elucidation of every 
shade of religious thought. Mrs. Henry Salo- 
mon, who is in charge of the Jewish section 
of the program, is preparing for an exhaustive 
presentation of the subject from the Jewish 
point of view. In this department the women 
who have been most prominently connected 
with the development of religious thought 
will take part in the programs, making ad 
dresses or reading papers. The Young Wom- 
an’s Christian Association will also take an 
active part, and in the mission work the 
women will have a conspicuous place. 

The Department of Commerce and Finance 
includes the general divisions of banking and 
finance, boards of trade, stocks and bonds, 
water commerce, railway commerce, com- 
mercial clubs and Find orgauizations, in- 
surance, building associations, mercantile 


| business, etc. The insurance congress will in- 


clude fire insurance, marine insurance, life 
and accident insurance, mutual benefit and 
assessment associations, fidelity and employ- 
ers’ liability insurance, and insurance special- 
ties. The congresses of this department will 
commence June 19, 1898. The water com- 
merce congress has been transferred to the 
tirst week of August. 

It is now supposed that the committees of 
the two branches oi the Congress Auxiliary 
will act jointly in some of the divisions of 
this department, notably in those of banking, 
building associat.ons, and insurance, and that 
women will be able to demonstrate unex- 
pected progress and activity in these lines of 
business.

ADDITIONS TO THE POSTOFFICE, 


Scope of the Plans Prepared by the Super- 
vising Architect, 

Wasuinertos, D. C., March 28.—| Special. ]— 
Plans and specifications have been prepared 
by the Supervising Architect of the Treasury 
for the addition to the public building at Chi- 
cago, for which Congress appropriated 5100, 
000 at its last session, and bids will be invited 
in a few days. It is to be one story, of brick, 
terra-cotta, iron, and glass, the extension car- 
rying out the same designs as shown in the 
old building, and the addition will be used ex- 
clusively for postoffice purposes. It runs 
from, the line of the Jacksou street front of 
the building to Adams street and the entire 
length of Dearborn street. Dimensions of the 
proposed addition will be: Length on Dearborn 
street, 348 feet, width, 55 feet; | 
Adams street, 115 feet; width, 46 feet. 
der this new arrangement 22,000 additional 
feet of floor space will be acquired, giving suf- 
ficient room for the temporary al needs 
of Chicago during the World’s Fair. It has 
been suggested that it would be a good idea 
to clear out the entire second floor of the pres- 
ent public building and tura it over to the 
registry, money order, and other branches of 
the postal service, especially for use du 
the Exposition. With a view to carrymg out 
this idea itis proposed to have the Adams 
street entrance clused and in the space thus 
acquired place four or five elevators for the 
needs of the public.

FLAWS IN THE RUSSIAN TREATY. 


Gist of the Clauses to Which the Fiercest 
Opposition Is Made. 


Wasmxdrox, D. C., March 28.—No treaty 
that has come before the Senate in late years 
has received more public attention than the 
Kussian treaty. The majority of the Senators 
want the matter made public, for the reason 
that the text of the treaty has been wrongly 
stated by tne public prints. The criticism of 
this treaty has been principally directed 
against the article which is said to make the 
commission of political offenses extraditable. 
The language of this clause is identical with 
that found in the treaty with Belgium, In 
that treaty it is provided that: 

The provisions of this convention shall not be 
applicable to persons guilty of any political of- 
fense or crime, or of One connected with such a 
crime or offense. It also provides that an at- 
tempt against the life of the head of a foreign 
government, or against that of any member of 
his family, when such attempt comprises the act 
either of murder or assussination, or of poison- 
ing, shall not be considered a political offense, or 
an act connected with such an offense.“ in the 
public prints there has appeared at the end of 
such clause the words, “and shall not be extra- 
ditable. No such affirmative statement appears 
in the treaty. 

It is not the clause of this convention rela- 
tive to attempts to assassinate the Czar or any 
member of his family that has aroused oppo- 
sition to the treaty so much as another mutter 
that has been found hidden away in the text. 
The treaty makes the forgery of any govern- 
ment paper or document an offense for winch 
the guilty person may be extradited. It is 
well known that no political suspect can es- 
cape from Russia without the aid of a pass- 
port, and that he cannot secure that coveted 
document. Necessarily ho is compelled to resort 
to the expedient of forgery, and the instrument 
that passes him through the frontier is a | 
forgery—the forgery of a government paper. 
By this means, it is argued, the Russian Gov- 
ernment has a veritable dragnet with which 
it can pul& back to its boundary every man 
who makes his escape punish him—not 
for the politicg! offense, but the act of forgery, 

Senators now say there is no intention 
in the treaty that such a construction shall be 
placed upon it. The presentation of a war- 
rant and papers of extradition is, they say, 
not sufficient evidencé upon which to trans- 
port a man out of the country. The magis- 
trate who sits in the case, and, after him, the 
Secretary of State, wust pass upon the ques- 
tion. Those who are opposed to the treaty 
look with alarm upon a matter that vests in 
the judicial decision of a magistrate, or even

PLEADING FOR DR. sr. CLAIR. 


Bayard and Others Ask That He Be Re- 

tained in the State Department. 
Wasurneton, D. C., March 28.—[ Special. ]— 
Efforts are being made to secure the reten- 
tion of Dr. F. O. St. Clair, Chief of the Con- 
sular Bureau of the State Department, whose 
resignation has been called for by Secretary 
Gresham on a charge of withholding official 
papers in connection with misrepresentations 
as to military service made by Consul John- 
son, stationed at Keil, in Germany. When 
an investigation was instituted numerous ir- 
regularities were discovered in Johnson’s ac- 
counts and formal charges were preferred 
against him last August. Hissuccessor wrote 
a letter, claimed to be private, to Dr. St. 
Clair, which the latter did not place on file 
among the archives of the department. 
but retained it as a personal communication. 
He discussed it, however, with Assistant Sec- 
retary Wharton and nothing more was thought 
about the matter until it was revived Satur- 
day, when Dr. St. Clair’s resignation was 
called for. Ever since that time friends of 
the doctor have been busy in his behalf, and 
the latest to go to the front for the doctor is 
ex-Secretary Bayard, who wrote to Secretary 
Gresham today stating that his old friend and 
associate should not be summarily bounced 
from office after a service of more than a 
quarter of acentury in the Department of 
State. The action in de case of St. Clair is 
understood to be the forerunner of numerous 
other changes iu the State Department, where 
officials seem to be imbued with the idea that 
their positions are of life tenure.

not until a few months ago, when applications 
for space began to pour in, that the lady 
managers ized what a great interest the 
women of the world were taking in the Ex 
sition. At the same time so much of value 
was offered that it became a question of elimi- 
nation rather than collection. Over 7,000 
women asked for space. 

When it was found that the general display 
was to be of unusual excellence, Mrs. Palmer 
appealed to the Director-General to put the 
exhibits in the Woman’s Building in the same 
high plane with those in the other great build- 
ings of the Fair. By doing this he has digni- 
fied the exhibits of women to an extent which 
was never considered would be practicable. 
As it is, the juries of award will upon the 
displays and award medals and diplomas just 
as is done in the great departments. 
Board of Control of the National Commission 
will probably act favorably on the report of 
the Director-General in this particular. If it 
does the lady mauagers will have far sur- 
passed all their expectations.

SPAIN’S EXHIBIT EN ROUTE, 


It Will Leave New York Today—Rich in 
Paintings and Relics, ö 

New Tonk, March 28.— Special. — The 
Spanish exhibit for the World's Fair was dis- 
charged today from the steamer Mexico at 
Pier 8, East River. It is covered by five bills 
of lad ing embracmg 1,220 cases consigned by 
the Spanish Government to Sefior L. Dupuy 
de Lome, the General Commissioner for 
Spain, and by him transferred to R. F. Down- 
ing & Co. The documents were presented, to 
the custom house today and Messrs. Downing 
& Co. gave the required bond of $100,000 to 
protect the government’s revenue while the 
goods arein transit to Chicago and until the 
entry for export is made at the close of the 
Fair, The exhibit will be one of the most in- 
teresting at the Fair, comprising as it does 
many articles, 8 and relies intimately 
associated with the life and voyage of the 
great discoverer. One painting alone in the 
shipment is vaiued at $50,000, being a Murillo. 
There are besides about forty cases of paint- 
ings, all old masters or the choicest examples 
ot the modern schools. A notable feature of 
the exhibit will be the native wines of Spain, 
of which there are over 400 cases. Some of 
this wine goes back several centuries in age. 
Then there are fifteen cases of artillery and 
other arms representing the earliest stages of 
the modern art of warfare. Many of these 
guns were used in the early wars of Spain. 
Another notable feature is the china and 
earthenware exhibit, of which forty cases have 
arrived. Other articles in the exhibit are na- 
tive marbles, preserves, swectmeats, silks, 
cotton, straw caps, carved woods, carpets, 
combs, shawls, embroideries, mineral waters, 
muslins, asphalt, almonds and all kinds of 
nuts, wheat, and flour. All the ‘treasures of 
Spanish art and history have been drawn upon 
and are supplemented by exhibits of the great 
natural wealth of the Spain of today. The 
shipment will go forward to Chicago tomor- 
row. 


ARRIVED WITH PRECIOUS PAPERS. 


Mr. Curtis Reaches Washington with Im- 
portant Columbian Documents, 

Wasutneton, D. C., March 28.—Mr. Will- 
iam E. Curtis, in charge of the Spanish- 
American exhibit at the World's Fair, reached 
Washington this morning from Norfolk, hav- 
ing in his custody the Columbus papers lent 
by the Spanish Government for exhibition at 
Chicago. They were brought to this country 
on che United States steamer Newark, which 
reached Norfolk Sunday afternoon. Mr. 
Curtis was accompanied on the trip from 
Norfolk to this city by a military guard, the 
obligation assumed by the United States to 
the Spanish Government requiring that the 
papers should be constantly under the pro 
tection of the military or naval forces of the 
United States while in transit. The papers 
have been deposited temporarily in the vaults 
of asafe deposit company in Washington, 
where they will remain until next Saturday, 
when Mr. Curtis will start with them for Chi- 
cago. They will be transported hence in a 
paymaster’s car which contains a safe. A 
detail of soldiers will accompany the car to 
its destination. The papers are about fifty in 
number and comprise tne original documents 
relating to Columbus’ voyage of discovery, 
his reports to Ferdinand and Isabella, and his 
will. 

THE GUARD IN GOOD SHAPE, 


Col. Rice Has It to the Point of Perfection 
at Which He Aimed. 

Col. Rice’s Columbian Guards are becom ing 
quite numerous, 663 beimg now on the pay- 
roll. That number includes the men assigned 
to duty at the gates and the electric alarm and 
patrol service.

RAILROAD DEVELOPMENT IN AFRICA, 


Towns in Mashonaland No Longer of 
Mushroom Growth, 

The current number ef the Engineering 
Magazine has an iuteresting survey of ** Rail- 
road Development in Africa,” from the pen 
of Cyrus C. Adams, Only five years ago, he 
says, a magnificent harbor was discovered at 
the mouth of the Pungwee River, about 115 
miles below the Zambesi Delta. It is about 
two miles wide and six miles long, and on its 
porthern shore has risen the Town of Beira, 
where 500 Europeans, halt of them British, 
are now living. Beira is one of Africa’s latest 
marvels, 

Probably no white man six years ago had 
ever seen the barren promontory of sand it 
occupies. Nov. 28, 1892, a locomotive 
that had been put together in Beira puffed 
through one of the streets and a little way out 
of town ; for Beira is to be the port of Masho. 
naland, the region of mountain and plateau 
where British enterprise is opening new gold 
fields. A month ago thirty-five miles of the 
new railroad had been completed. The route 
for nearly half the way to Massikesse 
lies along the Busi Its to- 
tal length is less 200 miles, 
its longest bridge has a span of about 300 feet, 
and the cost of the road is estimated at about 
$5,000,000. The Mozambique company, a 
Portuguese corporation, is carrying out the 
work, but, by arrangement, the British South 
Africa company is to have certain privile 
in the management of the road, and will build 
an extension from the Portuguese frontier 
at Massikesse to Fort Salisbury, the seat of 
govern nent in Mashonaland, The Portu- 
guese line is to de completed 
by the end of this year, and then the British 
extension will be pushed forward. This line 
will give to Mashonaland—which, in agri- 
cultural and mineral resources and salu- 
brity of its climate, is one of the most favored 
: 2 of Africa—its shortest outlet to the sea. 

ira is destined to be a port of large impor- 
tance, and lots for business purposes are now 
seliing for $1,500 to $2,500 apiece in a place 
which not many months ago was a barren 
waste. Five years ago only two or three 
white men had ever visited Mashonaland; its 
present population includes 3,000 white settlers.

It certainly might have been better had these 
inscriptions been proven by some compe- 
tent person before they were chiseled 
for the edification of the future e 
Your correspendent confuses considerably the 
quality of the proper names of the various artists 
mentioned with the assumed or dubbed titles. 
For instance, Angelico or the lic should be 
called Fiesolo, as much as nonaroki (not 
Buonaratti) should be called Michael Angelo, 
which is Hebrew for godlise, and neither En- 
glish nor Irish, as your correspondent suggests. 
And 1 fail to see the bad taste shown in calling 
this man Michael Angelo. Michelangelo, as he 
says he is frequeutly called, should be spelt 
Michelangolo or Michelaguglo, and would be mis- 
leading. as there are several of that name. 

I also fail to see bad taste in treating Leonardo 
da Vinci to his full name, although it is some- 
times shortened to Da Vinci for want of space. 
There are, however, some things which were ap- 
parently overlooked by your correspondent. 
Some names which are by right of usage stran 
to the eye. Van Dych shouid be Vandyke; Ho 
bena should be Hobbema, ete. The incongruous 
connection of the Japanese Kanaoka of the ninth

Wants the Appeals Stopped. 

Ca1caGco, March 27.—{ Editor of The Tribune, ]— 
The following is a clipping from the local col- 
umns of Tae TRIBUNE, inspired, doubtless, not 
by the Postoffice Clerks’ Association, but by a 
professional solicitor who is working” business- 
men not so much in the interest of the associa- 
tion as in his own: The entertainment and ball 
of the Chicago Postotlice Clerks’ Association to 
be held at the First Regiment Armory Easter 
Monday evening (April 3) promises to 
be one of the most pleasant events 
of the Easter holidays. Much iuterest in its favor 
has been created among business-men, which will 
help to make ita success financially. The = 
ceeds will be used to pay the expenses of members 
of the association who will visit Washington next 
winter and explain to Congress the necessity 
for having the classification bill passed. 
The system of postoffice employés so constantly 
appealing to the public for ftinancial aid should 
be at once and forever discontinued. First it is 
the letter-carriers, then the rallway postal clerks, 
and now the postoffice clerks. Balls, picnics, en- 
tertainments, excursions, and advertising schemes 
come in rapid successiog, and business-men are 
being ronstantly hounded for heip in all these 
various modes of appeal to their charitable in- 
stincts, so that it bas come not only to be a heavy 
load,. but an infernal auisance, and it 
should be abated. Business-men feel kindly to- 
ward all postal employés. Their business brings 
them more or less into contact. and when waited 
upon with a request for aid disiike to refuse and 
often give when they do not wish to do so. But 
the most serious objection to this begging proc- 
ess is that in every case it is done by profes- 
sional solicitors, men who travel from one large 
city to another, and who not only work 
the postoffice employés but also the pub- 
lic, and in the end the cause for which 
tnese donations’are sup d to be made, receives 
but slight benefit. the larger hag going to the 
„ faker who does the public. Business-men 
are under no obligations to be making donations 
to persons employed in the government service. 
If their compensation is not satisfactory, then 
they should resign aud seek some other occupa- 
tion. There is an old order upon the records of 
the Postoffice Department, issued by Postmaster- 
General Creswell, against postotfice employés 
issuing cards or * invitations for circulation 
among businessmen, the object of which 
was to solicit donations or gifts of any kind, and 
it was RN against“ Letter -Cartiet 
Addresses as being pernicious“ and contrary 
to correct business principles.” The order, how- 
ever, has evidently fallen into decay, as its spirit 
is being violated not only in Chicago but in every 
large city in the couutry. Theevil has grown 
until its proportions cover the continent 
and we hope this administration will 
take it in hand and squelch it for good, 
Business-men have sufficient trials and troubles 
of their own without father those of people 
working for Uncle Sam. Tag Tamer came out 
last December and warned its patrons —— its 
own carriers, nating that if any addresses 
were presented and money solicited not to re- 
spond. Now if a private corporation should deem 
it necessary totake such a stand as that, why 
should the people be compelled to submit to 
these constant appeals from the employés of the 
Postoffice Department? Busitxess-Man.

ANOTHER OPiNION IN THE NIBBE CASE. 


County Board Refuses to Act in the Matter 
—No oom for Outside Insane. 


Attorney John F. Getting appeared before 
the Public Service committee of the County 
Board yesterday in the hope of influencing 
the members in behalf of his client, Frederick 
Nibbe, the saloonkeeper at Niles Center. He 
tried to show to the board that it was their 
duty after issuing a license to protect the 
saloonkeeper against all prosecution for 
legaily. sellng liquor. County Attorne 
Henry was present to explain why it wo 
not be practicable fur the county to take pp 
the question of saloonsin Evanston. It was 
tinally voted to have the County Attorney 20 
turn a written opinion at the next meeting of 
the com mittee, 

The usual large number of requisitions for 
supplies were signed. The contract fur insur- 
ing all the county buildings for the term of 
five years was awarded to Case & Co, at $1,854. 
Acommunication was read from the Veterans’ 
Relief and Aid Society in regard tw their bill 
for $175 against the county for barying five 
friendless soldiers. The letter stated that the 
money was due two undertakers who had 
charge of the funerals. On the motion of 
Coin missioner Struckman it was decided to 
pay the bills, but in the future greater care 
will be exercised in honoring claims of that 
kind. After considerable wrangling it was 
voted to have the entire con:musion who 
huve charge of the burial of dependent vet- 
erans appear before the next meeting of the 
committee and explain how they have per- 
f rined their official duties. The commission 
will be called upon to resign if the report is 
not satisfactory. 

The State’s-Attorney will be asked to come 
before the committee Friday aud make an ex- 
planation of the way in which stenographers 
are employed and what they are paid for tneir 
services. The appropriation for that depart- 
ment is only $5,000 a year aud the expense for 
stenographers up to March 1 is $1,200. It is 
probable that a force of stenographers will be 
put to work on a salary and the system now 
in vogue discontinued, 

The committee sent a request to the County 
Judges not to send any more non-residents to 
State institutions, but to return them to their 
homes, or, if they had friends here, send them 
to private institutions. The County Attorney 
was instructed to ask that the commitmeat of 
L. Clarke of New York be revoked.

HARRISON'S WEAK ARGUMENTS. 

Mr. Harrison’s * business-men’s’’ meeting 
at the Auditorium was notable chiefly for the 
absence of persons belongmg to that class. A 
few captive business-men looked out of place, 
and rather ashamed of themselves, on the plat- 
form. A large proportion of the audience 
consisted of persons who went out of curiosity. 
The show was free and the evening was pleas- 
ant. Under those circumstances it is not dif- 
ficult to get a crowd. Mr. Harrison first made 
himself known as a comic orator. That repu- 
tation still clings to him and people go to hear 
him in the hope that they may be amused. 
Those who listened to him Monday night 
must have been disappointed. There was 
nothing very bright or mirth-provoking in 
calling Mr. Allerton a “ pig-sticker or in 
stating that Mr. Allerton did not go to college 
while Mr. Harrison did. It would have been 
mote to the purpose to attempt to show that 
Mr. Allerton was not fit to be Mayor, that 
there were reasons why that particular suc- 
cessful business-man would not be a good ex- 
ecutive officer. The only great question at 
issue is, which candidate will be the best 
Mayor. Mr. Harrison submitted no facts 
bearing on that point. 

His chief reason for asking those present to 
vote for him was that he was the candidate 
of the Democratic party, and that “ a man in 
official pcsition is held to the line of duty by 
his allegiance to his party when his duty 
alone would not hold him.“ It appears, 

therefore, that if Mr. Harrison is elected the 
citizens will have to rely on his allegiance to 
his party for his faithful discharge of duty. 

If so, they have a broken reed to lean on, for 

oniy two years ago he bolted a party nomina- 
tion and defeated a party nominee. Alle- 
giance weighs little with him. 

Mr. Harrison’s great objection to Mr. Aller- 

ton was that he ran on a Citizens’ ticket ad 

did not have a party behind him, his allegiance 

to which would keep him straight. Mr. Al- 
lerton has behind him the Republican party, 

the decent element of the Democracy, and also 

all those men on whom party ties weigh light - 
ly. He will be loyal to them if elected. Mr. 

Harrison had nothing to say against Mr. Al- 

lerton’s ability to discharge the duties of the 
Mayoralty. He asked the people to refuse to 

vote for him simply because he did not have a 
Democratic label. ! 

The other reason why Mr. Harrison thought 
he should be elected was because he had al- 
ways followed the path of truth and virtue.“ 

He stated that he had traveled that difficult 
and thorny road despite much temptation in 
obedience to paternal injunctions. This af- 
fecting story has been told before. It is as 
familiar to Chicagoans as Georgé Washington 
and the cherry tree, but the fact remains that 
Mr. Harrison does not always tell the truth, 
certainly not when running for office, ap oc- 
cupation which has taken up a good deal of 
his time during the last quarter of a century. 
So many of Mr. Harrison’s untruthful state- 
ments have been made and exposed within the 
last two weeks that it is useless to go into de- 
tails on this point. 

If a person can while pursuing the path of 
virtue give away tuncels to street railroad 
companies, and extend their frauchise for 
twenty years, and bestow all sorts of privi- 
leges on other corporations without compensa- 
tion to the city, then the path of virtue is one 
which the toughest of mortals can travel with- 
out much difficulty. Mr. Harrison failed to 
explain how he reconciled the above and other 
performances with the last advice of his 
father. 

All that he promised to do if elected was to 
clean the streets, and keep away diphtheria, 
small-pox, ana cholera, and to say to visitors 
who come here—pointing to the city— 

Behold it! Maenificent. The sixth city in 
population in the world; second in America; the 
first in pluck and energy on earth. What caused 
it? No imperial decree caused it to spring up. It 
ig the offspring of freedom and of American 
genius, 

Really something more is required of a 
Mayor. There is need of a non-partisan 
police force, whith Mr. Harrison did not 
promise. There is need of the selection of 
men for offices because of their business qual- 
ifications. He did not promise that. The 
only promise which he has made which he 
would keep if elected is that he will make 
speeches to visitors to the Fair. They will, 
however, be much longer and will have many 
more references to Harrison than the one 
quoted above. 


How TO VOTE TUESDAY. 

Though the official ballot for next Tuesday’s 
election in this city will be rather long and 
cumbrous on account of the large number of 
candidates for constables nominated in each 
of the towns, yet there will be little difficulty 
in marking it so as to express the voter’s 
choice. ‘“‘Scratching the ticket,” as it is 
called, will be easy. Except the constableships 
there is but one office of each kind for the 
voter to indicate his choice for—one office of 
Mayor, of City Attorney, Assessor, Super- 
visor. etc. Thiseimplifies matters much. 

The voter can express his preference for any 
candidate by putting his mark in the square 
before the name of the candidate of his choice. 
Thus if a South Town Democrat wishes to 
vote for Allerton for Mayor, Van Cleave for 
City Clerk, and Best for Assessor and the rest 
of the Democratic ticket all he needs do is to 
put his cross in the squares before the names 
of Allerton, Van Cleave, and Best and puta 
cross in the circle at the head of the Demo- 
cratic ticket in the firstcolumn. On the other 
hand, if a Republican voter, for instance, 
wants to vote for some candidate on the Dem- 
ocratic ticket, say Trude for Attorney, Miller 
for Collector, and Leindecker for Supervisor 
and the Republican-Citizens’ ticket asto other 
candidates all he has to do is to put his mark 
in the squares before the names of Trude, 
Miller, and Leindecker in the first column 
and put his mark in the circle at the head of 
the Republican-Citizens’ ticket printed in the 
second column of the official ballot. In this 
way he will vote for all the candidates in the 
second or Republican-Citizen column and for 
the three candidates named in the Democratic 
co.umn. 

There has been some feat that independent 
candidates for Alderman might be lost sight 
of under the new balloting system, or that in 
voting for them the citizen might neglect to 
vote for the chief municipal officers. This 
need not be the case. If a man wishes to vote 
the Citizens’ ticket except the independent 
eandidate for Alderman be puts a mark in 
the circle at the head of the second column 
and puts another mark in the square before 
the name of the independent candidate for 


| Alderman, Thus, if e wants 


to secure 
Commissioners’ office in a few days. Large 


numbers of copies of this ticket should be 
printed with brief and simple instructions as 
to marking it. Those tickets should be dis- 
tributed through the wards. The independent 
candidates for Alderman will no doubt assist. 
There ought to be no difficulty this spring on 
the part of the intelligent voters in the marking 
of their tickets. Of course in some wards the 
ery will be to vote the straight ticket. This 
will be thecase especially among Democrats. 
The advice to vote the whole ticket will be ad- 
dressed to those voters who have just enough 
intelligence to make one mark, and that in 
the circle. But there is no reason why intelli- 
gent citizens should not discriminate and 
mark their ballotsin accordance with their 


dest judgment. 


MIKE TDONALD PUFFED BY " HARRISON. 

Last September Mr, Harrison, as editor of 
the Zimes, said that Mike McDonald was an 
“unspeakable scoundrel.” Monday night 
Mr. Harrison, as candidate for Mayor, said 
„Mike McDonald has many excellent quali- 
ties—many of them. They say he is generous 
and oftentimes aids those who need a helping 
hand. Editor Harrison could find no virtues 
in Mike. Candidate Harrison finds many. 
Mike is no better now than he was last Sep- 
tember when he was so unspeakably bad, 
but Candidate Harrison needs his aid, while 
Editor Harrison did not. Hence the warm 
recognition of the good qualities poseessed by 
Mike. 

The one on which Mr. Harrison lays the 
most stress is that he aids those who need a 
lifting hand.” This trait in Mike's nature 
may have impressed itself most forcibly on 
Mr. Harrison from the fact that he himself 
needs a lifting hand, and that McDonaid is 
generous enough to come to hia aid in spite 
of the abuse heaped on him by Editor Har- 
rison. Mr. Harrison says, furtber, a gam- 
bler, no matter how generous, should never 
put himself forward in a party.” That 1s to 
say, the generous McDonald may contribute 
to Mr. Harrison’s campaign fund or get 
others to do so, but he must not take a promi- 
nent part in the campaign. He must do 
good by stealth.“ 

It would have been more gratifying to 
Mr. Harrison’s audience if he had stated 
that he would profit by the generosity 
of no man whom he was unwilling to 
see putting himself forward in the party. 
Mr. Allerton refused to accept for his 
campaign the money raised by assessing 
the City Hall employés. Mr. Harrison 
has not ordered Mike’s generous contribu- 
tions to be returned to him. He is willing to 
accept his money, though he says he ought 
not to show himself around headquarters, but 
should do his work privately. 

Mr. Harrison does not discourage Mike’s 
generous impulses. He pats him on the back 
and talks of him as if he were a man who 
united one vice with a thousand virtues. 
There are many in this city who are as well ac- 
quainted with McDonaid as Harrison 1s. They 
know that he is generous when it pays to be 
so, a8 Mr. Harrison is always truthful when 
there is nothing to be lost by it. They know 
that Mike is sowing now that he may reap 
hereafter. They know that if Mike did not 
expect to occupy the same unofficial relations 
to Mr. Harrison in the future as in the past 
he would not be for him now. 

It is easy for Mr. Harrison to allay these 


fears. Why does he not disown Mike, refuse 


to have his money or his aid in any form? 
Why does not he talk now as he did last Sep- 
tember? Because he feels that he cannot af- 
ford to lose so valuable an ally. He will not 
order Mike out. All he will say to him will 
be to ask him please not to make himself so 
conspicuous just at present.

MISREPRESENTING THE FAIR. 

The Racine Times is printed so near Chiga- 
go that it is surprising to see that it has an 
editorial to the effect that “it will probably 
be the lst of June before everything within 
the inclosure in Jackson Park is in ship- 
shape; that even if the number of men at 
work on the grounds were doubled the Ex- 
position would be in a far from presentable 
shape on the opening day; that the impres- 
sion is gaining ground outside the city that 
it is the intention of Chicagoans to take ad. 
vantage of every one who goes there to rob 
and plunder them,” and that “‘ there is to be 
a raise on everything that will be a necessity 
to the visitors. 

Similar articles are appearing in numerous 
papers printed in the Northwest. There is no 
excuse for them, for those who write them see 
the Chicago journals daily and are able to 
learn how little foundation there is for these 
stories. 

The Exposition will be in a presentable shape 
on the lst of May. The grounds will be cleaned 
up and the buildings will be ready for occn- 
pancy. Whether all the exhibits will be in 
them is another question. That depends on 
the exhibiters rather than on those who have 
charge of the Exposition. It is generally the 
case, even at a county fair, that one or more 
persons are behindhand with their exhibits. 
It is more than likely that this will be the 
case at an Exposition which takes in the prod- 
ucts and manufactures of the entire world. 
Nevertheless there will be so much to see dur- 
ing the first week in May that it will puzzle 
a person who, having visited the Fair during 
that week, goes there again during the first 
week in July to tell just what has been added. 

As regards these charges of intended extor- 
tion Tun Trisuns showed a few days ago just 
what they amounted to, It appears that some 
persons fancied that there would be such a 
lack of accommodations during the Fair sea- 
son that they could charge high prices for 
board and lodging and make much money. 
Their statements as to what they intended do- 
ing were the cause of this cry about extortion. 
These individuals have found out that they 
made a big mistake. They did not aliow for 
the fact that tens of thousands of other peo- 
ple were providing accommodations for visit- 
ors and that the competition for custom would 
be so keen as to make it impossible to gouge 
any one. The preparations for caring for 
visitors have been carried on on so extensive a 
scale that a great many Chicagoans who ex- 
pected to make a little money and a moderate 
profit will fing themselves disappointed. 

Nothing will be any higher here next sum- 
mer than now. If anythmg. prices will be 
more moderate. The new hotels and board- 
ing-houses will have to charge reasonable 
rates or people will go somewhere else, There 
will be an infinite number of new restaurants, 
and if one charges too much people will go 
elsewhere. Where there is sharp competition 
there can be no extortion, and there will be 
that competition even if the number of visit- 
ors should be considerably more than a quar- 
ter of a million per day. 

The people of the Northwest need have no 
fears. Most of them have visited Chicago on 
some occasion, and have not gone home com- 
plaining of extortion. They know what they 
paid for bed and board when here before and 


they will have to pay no more now than then. 


Allerton, and they know him as aman who 
has given fair wages for fair work. They 
know Mr. Harrison asa mat to whom they

know that when Mr, Harrison dropped out o 
politics, temporarily, and fancied for a time 
that he would not have farther need of votes, 
he told organized labor” with great frank- 
ness that if non-union labor worked for lower 
wages he preferred to employ the latter. Be- 
ing in politics again, to stay there till a week 
from today, he has gone back to his old style 
of telling the workingmen how he loves them, 
and what he will do for them. 

Mr. Allerton, keeping out of politics and 
sticking to business, has been a large employ- 
er of labor, When he had any surplus money 
he spent it in the employing of more men and 
the payment of additional wages. Not so Mr. 
Harrison, who has spent so much of his time 
in office-hunting and office-enjoying, and so 
little in production, Mr. Allerton has been of 
great service to the community and the work- 
ing classes. Mr. Harrison has not. 

The only “‘workingmen in whom Mr. Har- 
rison took a genuine interest were the Anarch- 
ists. Them he encouraged and petted. He 
would not allow such “toilers”’ as Spies and 
Parsons to be interfered with. But for the 
real workingmen he did nothing at any time, 
except to feed them on delusive promises. He 
never was a workingman himself. He knows 
nothing of the real needs of labor. All he 
wants of labor is its vote, and all that he has 
done in return has been to give offices toa 
few political walking delegates. What the 
workingmen want are opportunities for labor 
—plenty to do and good wages for doing it. 
Mr. Allerton has given them those opportuni- 
ties. Harrison never has. Therefore the 
former should have their votes. 

He should have them also because if he is 
elected the streets will be cleaned, the city 
kept in good health, the police force made 
efficient, and the taxes expended to the best 
advantage. The workingmen want these 
things done. They also want competent city 
employés, and not men appointed because of 
their loaferish, bummerish qualities. If Har- 
rison were elected workingmen would be pro- 
scribed in the future as in the past. The 
offices would al! go to the friends of Mike Mc- 
Donald, the contractors’ combine, and the 
gang aldermen. 
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WILL THE VOTERS VOTE? 

Mr. Allerton can be elected Mayor of Chi- 
cago next Tuesday. He will be elected if the 
business-men of Chicago do their full duty as 
good citizens on that day. Harrison's ex- 
pectations of victory are based on the hope 
that they will not vote or give time to their 
employés to do so. Every gambler and gam- 
bling- house employé, every groggerykeeper, 
bartender, tough, thug, bummer, and roust- 
about will vote for Harrison, The ward heel- 
ers will be out in force for him. ‘Ihe men 
who make a profit out of the criminal and the 
quasi-criminal classes will work for his elec- 


tion and contribute in aid of it. The brewers, 


distillers, and whisky dealers with a few ex- 
ceptions have declared for him. They will 
use their utmost influence in his behalf. The 
City Hall contractors and the free-and-easy 
people will be forhim. The Polish, Italian, 
and Bohemian ward bosses will try to de- 
liver the votes of their countrymen for him 
The combination supporting Harrison is far- 
reaching, powerful, formidable, It embraces 
the ignorant and the criminal, the untutored 
and tlie cunning, thousands of simpletons and 
more knaves. 

It can be only defeated by the united, de- 
termined, and energetic action of the honest 
and the intelligent voters under the leader- 
ship of the dusiness-men of Chicago, Will 
the business-men do their duty in the crisis? 
They have clamored for such a movement as 
that which has resulted in the nomination and 
the candidacy of Mr. Allerton. Will they 
now support it in the proper spirit? Will they 
turn out next Tuesday and vote for the Aller- 
ton ticket?

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A HUNDRED MILLIONS MORE WANTED. 

Secretary Carlisle and the President have 
been so busy listening to the officeseekers 
and parceling out the spoils that. they have 
not had a chance yet to begin work on the 
tariff bill which they intend to present to 
Congress this winter with directions that it 
be passed without delay. Other Washington 
Democrats have begun to interest themselves 
in the subject and declare that it will be the 
duty of the next Congress to obey the Dem- 
ocratic platform so far as to impose certain 
duties which will be “for revenue only.“ 

it is suggested by them as a feeler thata 
tax of a cent and a half a pound should be 
put on raw sugar, of 8 cents a pound on 
coffee, and of 5 cents a pound cn tea. It is 
estimated that a hundred milhons additional 
of revenue could secured by duties on 
these and a few other non-competitive prod- 
ucts which are not raw materials for manu- 
facturers, such as tropical fruite. Even more 
revenue could be raised by imposing higher 
duties on coffee and tea. 

It ia not stated, however, what is to be done 
with the present customs duties which furnish 
protection as well as revenue, though the 
Democratic platform pledges the party to the 
repeal of those, as well as the enactment of 
duties which shall be “for revenue only.“ 
Some New York members of a “tariff re- 
form ” importers’ club have drafted a bill for 
Congress cutting down the duties on competi- 
tive goods to an average of 25 per cent. 
Those Democratic Congressinen now at Wash- 
ington say it will not do at all, because it will 
not raise revenue enough. 

So it is beginning to look much as if the 
Democrats would lower the duties on compet- 
ing goods but little, but will put on duties on 
non-competitive articles, such as tea, coffee, 
and sugar, which are used mostly by the poor, 
so as to add about a hundred millions to the 
present customs revenues. That would bea 
precautionary measure. Democratic admin- 
istrations are very wasteful. The next Con- 
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IGNORANCE ABOUT SILVER. 

On the silver question the Council Bluffs 
Nonpareil makes a labored argument, which 
would have some force if it were not based on 
premises which are utterly false. It says the 
mints receive the (silver) bullion and give the 
holder a certificate,” Then it reasons that 
these certificates may be redeemed with silver 
dollars, and tries to institute a paraliel with 
the casé of grain stored in public elevators, 
“ where if grain goes down the elevator man 
redeems his certificates according to the num- 
ber of bushels it calls for, regardless of the 
price of the grain the day it was stored. And 
then follows this naive argument ir favor of 
coining all the silver in the hope of forcing it 
up to the old parity with gold: Tho weight of 
the silver makes it.inconvenient to handle in 
large quantities, hence every one will seek to 
get rid of it. The Iowa paper seems not to 
be aware that the government does not issue 
certificates to the effect that a stated quantity 
of bullion is stored in the vaults of the Treas- 
ury. The silver is purchased at the price 
named and payment therefor is made in 
Treasury notes, These circulate as money. 
At the present market rate the government 
issues a $20 Treasury note in payment for as 
much sil ver as is required to make thirty-one 
silver dollars. The proposition of the free- 
silverites is substantially this: That the gov- 
ernment shall redeem the $20 Treasury note 
with twenty silver dollars and keep the other 
eleven as profit. The people who know 
no ‘better ask, how long would it take 
to create a sharp advance in the 
price of silver if this nefarious operation 
were legalized?’ The thing would result in the 
87144 grains of silver in che dollar, or that 
quantity of silver in the form of bullion, be- 
ing rated as worth a dollar, but it would be a 
different kind of a dollar, one having a buy- 
ing power of only 64 cents as compared with 
the 100 cents which is the buying power of a 
dollar now. The dollar would then buy only 
87144 grains of pure silver, while now it buys 
575½ grains of the pure metal. The buying 
power of the dollar would be reduced on ail 
other things the same as on silver if the free 
coinage fanatics had their way. It may be 
added for the information of the paper named 
that the silver certificates against bullion are 
issued by corporations in New York, not by 
the government.

It 
would be treason to the State and an outrage 
on humanity to let them escape.

Then England and Spain 
can make treaties to suit themselves, and the 
former will secure concessions which are en- 
joyed now only by the United States. 

It has been claimed by the Democrats that 
these reciprocity arrangements are valueless 
to this country. If so it is odd that a nation 
like Engiand should be so eager to gain con- 
cessions similar to those enjoyed by the Unit- 
ed States. It is not so odd when the English 
consular reports show that Mr. Blaine’s pol- 
icy has cut into English trade wherever car- 
ried out. The repeal of the reciprocity sec- 


tions will be a great accommodation to the 


English. If they will wait patiently the Dem- 
ocrats-will oblige them, and then they can re- 
cover that trade they have been losing to the 
United States. 


Tun latest quarterly report by the Wash- 
ington Bureau of Statistics contaias a state- 
ment in regard to the trade of Mexico with 
foreign countries, including the United 
States. The material was obtained from the 
Mexican Foreign Office, and is therefore offi- 
cial, The figures show that the value of the 
exports from the United States to Mexico for 
the year ending with June, 1889, was $22,669,- 
420, and for the succeeding twelve months 
$29,080,276. The reporte made by our cus- 
toms officers state that the values of those ex- 
ports were $10,886,288 and $12,666,108 The 
latter figures are little more than 40 per 
cent of those given by Mexico for the 
same period. The fact that our re 
ports do not tell the truth has previously 
been stated, and the reason therefor, which is 
that our officials do not take account of the 
outward movement of merchandise by rail. 
But seldom has the discrepancy been brought 
out so glaringly as it is exhibited by the fig. 
ures cited here. It should-be about time to 
cease being ridiculous and stop the making 
of reports if it be not possible to bring them 
into nearer accordance with the actual facts 
in the ease. It is noteworthy that the exports 
from Mexico to the United States in the last 
fiscal year included $30,447,566 in the precivus 
metals, an increase of 30 per cent from the 
year next preceding, whilethose of merchan- 
dise were $19,485,098, being a decrease of 
nearly 10 per cent,

94.86.34, this quotation gives 82.3 cents per
